Saturday afternoon in the

esting and 
informative 
address 
on 
“Early Days in Bristol.’' Miss Sarah 
Haines, Masonville, president of the 
society, presided at tin* meeting. 
There were many connecting links 
and many paarrallel lines of develop­ 
ment between Bristol and 
Burling 
ton, according to Mr. Green. The land 
on which Bristol now 
stands 
was 
purchased in I GS I by Samuel Clift, of 
Burlington, and his two sons-in-law. 
Peter White ami Joseph English, and 
a ferry to Burlington 
was 
started 
which greatly influenced the 
laying 
out of the town of Bristol. Farm ers 
in lower Bucks county brought their 
grain to the mill of Thomas Olive, in 
Burlington, which was the only mill 
in this area at that time. 
In 1683 William Penn selected the 
site for his manor house a few miles 
above Bristol, the speaker said, and 
many 
of his 
followers 
settled 
iii 
Fallsington. 
Penn 
started 
a 
mail 
service 
between 
Fallsington 
and 
Philadelphia, and one of the first pony 
express services in the country passed 
through 
Bristol in the late seven­ 
teenth century. Bristol was consider­ 
ed by Penn as a site for his City of 
Brotherly 
Love, according 
to 
Mr. 
Green, but was not chosen because the 
Delaware River was too shallow at 
this point to accommodate large ves­ 
sels. 
A grist mill was built in 1697 which 
started the real development of the 
town. 
Two men, Burton and Brook, 
bought land and laid out Bristol as a 
m arket town, and in 1705 it became the 
county seat. Ship-building became an 
important industry and trade with tin" 
Barbadoes thrived. 
Bristol became a 
chartered borough in 172". but in spite 
of its growth it remained for many 
years an almost completely Quaker 
settlement, with very few members of 
other sects residing there. St. Jam es’ 
Protestant 
Episcopal 
Church 
was 
founded in 1712, and the Rev. John 
Talbot, who was rector of St. Mary’s 
Church in Burlington, was the preach­ 
er there for a number of years. 
While a stage coach route between 
Burlington and New York was s ta rt­ 
ed in 1730, Mr. Green said that it 
was not until 35 years later that one 
was opened in Bristol 
Other routes 
were started later and a large inn 
was built to accommodate the travel­ 
lers. who 
kept the 
inhabitants in­ 
formed of happenings in the rest of 
the country. 
The town 
figured 
in 
various events in the Revolutionary 
War. 
General Cadwallader and his 
troops 
marched 
there 
intending to 
cross 
the liver for the 
Battle 
of 
T renton 
but 
were unable to cross. 
Lafayette, wounded at the Battle of 
Brandywine, spent a night in Bristol, 
and Benedict Arnold was in charge of 
a training camp th< re. 
Mineral 
w ater 
springs were dis 
covered at Bristol about the time of 
the Revolutionary War, and it soon 
became a fashionable watering place, 
the speaker declared. 
People flock­ 
ed there from all parts of the coun­ 
try to drink the waters, and hotels 
were built and life became gay, but 
the town’s 
popularity waned 
when 
Saratoga Springs was developed. The 
town boomed again when the canal was 
built, and it became a term inus for 
the barges of anthracite coal. A rail­ 
road from Trenton, with horse-drawn 
cars was opened in 1834, the same 
year that the first train service began 
In Burlington, and helped Increase the 
town’s importance as a coal shipping 
center, but it lost this trade when the 
Reading Railroad built a line from the 
coal regions into Philadelphia. 
The industrial development of Bris 
tol started after the Civil War, 
Mr. 
Green concluded and many mills were 
built 
yards at Harriman were hives of ac­ 
tivity, and at present there are seven­ 
teen industries in the borough. In the 
course of his talk the speaker told 
many interesting anecdotes concern­ 
ing prominent residents of 
Bristol, 
particularly of the men and women 
who had lived on Radcliffe street.

The Inter-County Hospital Plan, to 
which eight hospitals in Montgomery 
and Bucks counties belong, announced 
yesterday a total membership of 21,000.
